The title of the members of the Eighth Legislative Assembly, from 
Silver Bow County, has been contested, and such contest has not yet been 
finally determined. 

I with-hold the payment of these said representatives in compliance with 
the restriction placed upon me by the section of the Code here quoted, and 
in protection of my bond guaranteeing that I comply with all the laws of 
the state in the conduct of this office. 

. Previous to the presentation in the House of the above resolution and 
without knowing that it was contemplated, I sent the following communica- 
tion to the Senate: 

Lieut. Governor Frank G. Higgins, 
President Senate Highth Legislative Assembly, 
Helena. 

Sir:—Under section 1040 of the Political Code, State of Montana, the 
payment of state officers, whose election and certificate is under contest, 
is prohibited. 

It is the expressed opinion of members of your body that this restric- 
tion does not apply to members of the state legislature; that all persons 
holding seats are members, that those under contest are de facto members; 
that the entire membership as presented by the certified payrolls, should be 
paid. 

In view of the divergent opinions and for the protection in the premises . 
of the state officers concerned, we respectfully ask that the assembly pass 
a concurrent resolut.on, in such form as it may deem proper, expressing 
itself on the question. and if ordering the payment in full of the payroll as 
submitted, and as will be submitted, to the office of the State Auditor, that 
it relieve the State Auditor and the State Treasurer from any liability that 
might be implied by the Code section here referred to.

By Tooley :— : “Helena, Mont., Jan. 22nd, 1908. 

“Mr. Speaker: Your committee on Enrollment beg leave to report H. B. 
No. 17 was delivered to his Excellency, the Governor, at 3.05 o’clock P. M.” 

By Hilman:—‘‘'Your Committee on Military Affairs, to whom was re- 
ferred House Bill No. 15, does by direction and in behalf of a majority 
of the committee report the same back to the House with a recommendation 
that it do pass, for the following reasons: ' 

That the State Soldiers’ Home is supported by the United. States Govy- 
ernment to the extent of a contribution of One Hundred Dollars per annum 
for each soldier who remains continuously an inmate of the Home, but does 
not pay for any time during which the soldier is absent from the Home. 

Under the law proposed to be amended, the State of Montana exacts 
from each inmate of the Home two-thirds of the pension he draws, pro- 
viding such exaction shall leave the pensioner four dollars per month of his 
pension money. 

By a rule of the United States Government Board of Managers of 
Soldiers’ Homes, the United States deducts an amount equal to one-half 
what the state takes from the pensioner from the amount it would other- 
wise pay in full. Hence the $100 per annum due the state from the United 
States is reduced to the extent of one-half the state receipts from pension 
money. 

The soldier surrenders two-thirds of his pension and the state only gets 
the benefit of one-half of this amount. In actual operation the income of 
the States is greatly decreased by this pension exaction and the receipts 
from the pensioners is very small in the aggregate. 

A majority of the soldiers seek to save up their pension money to defray 
the expense of visiting relatives, pay their debts, and, in many instances, 
for the purpose of going into some little business where they can sustain 
themselves. Taking away their pension money leaves them in a pauperized 
condition and condemns them in perpetual dependence. They are made to 
feel that the Home is a sort of penal institution from which there is no 
escape except by death.” 

By Miller:—“As a majority of the committee on Military Affairs, I de- | 
sire to submit a report recommending that House Bill No. 15 be indefinitely 
postponed, for the reasons that under the law as it now is, the Board of 
Managers of the Soldiers’ Home could, if it deemed it for the best interests 
of the inmates of the Home, amend its regulations so as not to require 
them to pay over any part of their pensions for their own support; and as 
this Board. has always consisted wholly of men who served their country 
as long and as well in the army of the United States, as any inmate of 
the Home, it had the welfare only of the old soldier at heart, and not one 
of the sixteen veterans who have served on the Board from the institution 
of the Home has ever suggested that it would be better to let these men 
have all the money the Government gives them for thir support, to be 
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used to their detriment and to the prejudice of discipline in the Home, while 
the State would be burdened that additional amount for their care. I 
therefore move the Bill be indefinitely postponed.”

By Conner: ‘Mr. Speaker:—Your Committee on Appropriations to Whom 
was referred House Bill No. 89, a bill for an act entitled an act to appro- 
priate money for the completing, furnishing and equipping certain build- 
ings for the University of Montana, at Missoula, Montana, report same back 
with the recommendation that it do pass.” Bill ordered printed. 

By Graham:—“Mr,. Speaker:—Your Committee on Labor, to whom was 
referred’ House Bill No. 39, introduced by Gangner, entitled, an act to pro- 
vide for the payment of employees semi-monthly and the place where such 
payment shall be made, regulating the assignment of wages and providing 
a penalty for the violation thereof, beg leave to say that we have had 
same under consideration and report the same back with the recommenda- 
tion that it be indefinitely postponed for the following reasons: : 

To carry out the provisions of Bill No. 39 would cost the company in the 
siate of Montana thousands of dollars every year for extra clerical help 
and would confer no benefit on anyone. Any fair minded man would ad- 
mit that there is not sufficient time to make up a pay roll between 5 P. M. 
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and mid-night. No man is so situated as to receive any injury from the 
fact that he gets paid for his work but once in thirty days. Every honest 
wan can get credit if he needs it for any kind of goods that he may need 
for thirty days at the same price he would have to pay if he paid cash. 
Thirty days credit is the same as cash in our state. There is no condition 
within our knowledge anywhere in Montana that requires such legisla- 
tion. In our opinion no self-respecting laboring man would want such legis- 
lation. It takes from the laboring man the right which every other citizen . 
enjoys to make such contracts as he sees fit. This bill would bear excep- 
tionally hard upon ranchers: and others who do not at all times have ready 
money at their command. It frequently happens that ranchers find it 
necessary to employ men under agreement that ‘the laborer shall be paid 
when the crop is harvested and sold. This would prohibit the laboring 
nan from extending credit for his wages and taking a promissory note 
payable at a particular time, or in taking pay for his labor in‘any species 
of property that he might desire to acquire by means of his labor. It would 
work all sorts of vicious inconveniences to the labor and to the employer 
without any compensatory return to either. Section 2 of Bill No. 89 abso- 
lutely undertakes to prohibit the laborer from assigning his wages. ‘This 
is often necessary for him to do to prevent being garnished. This would 
leave the creditor of the laboring man but one resource to collect his. debt, 
and that would be to attach the laborer’s wages, and thus cause the lJat- 
ter, in nine cases out of ten, to lose his job and his ability to pay. In our 
opinion this kind of legislation should never find its way upon the statute 
books. It is better to leave the employer and employee to make such con- 
tracts as they deem proper. Public opinion in this state will never per- 
mit the laboring man to be oppressed by the employer. The constitution 
and laws of this state at present throw around the laboring man all the 
safe-guards which he needs. The lien law of the State of Montana pro- 
tects the laboring man in any kind of work that he may undertake in 
the State of Montana, so that he may always be assured that he will never 
be beat out of his pay. Such legislation as is asked for in this bill would 
prohibit a common man from contracting on a small basis and would be 
of no benefit to the laborer. Legislation in the direction of this bill would 
have the effect to characterize the laboring man as a weakling and as one 
who is not capable of acting in his own behalf. This is not the condition 
in Montana of the laboring man. He is intelligent, self-respecting and able 
to take care of himself, in respect to contracts made by him for the pur- 
pose of selling his labor as the employer himself is. We think that Bill No. 
30 is clearly unconstitutional because it undertakes to take away from the 
laboring man the right to make such contracts as he may deem advisable 
for his own interests, and we have no doubt that the Supreme Court would 
hold it as unconstitutional. Such a law would be oppressive in the extreme, 
and would result in injustice; and we can see no good to come of it.” 

Wilson moved that the report be adopted. Beaudry moved, as an amend- 
ment, ‘that the report be deferred for further consideration, until next Mon- 
day. <A division being called for, the amendment was lost. Miller moved,’ 
as an amendment, that the bill be referred to the Committee on Judiciary, 
seconded by Allen, and carried. Bill referred to Committee on Judiciary.

thereof, beg leave to say that we bave bad the same under consideration 
znd report the same back with the recommendation that it be indefinitely

In our opinion this bill would be unconstitutional. It is intended as a 
sert of a company store bill, and we already have a law covering that sub- 
ject. Jn the state of public opinion in Montana it is impossible for any 
company or corporation or individual to oppress his or its employees by 
compelling them to pay at company. stores. It is impossible for legislatiou 
to go further in that line than it has already gone. without having the. 
appearance of assuming a guardianship over the laboring man, which their 
condition will not warrant to be assumed, and without injuriously affect- 
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ing the laboring man. It is almost impossible to find a laboring man who 
does not have the ambition and hope to get beyond the condition of labor, 
and it is only by permitting them to have the same freedom of contract 
that other people have that he will ever be able to attain his hope. The 
sert of protection that is sought to be given him by this bill is no protec 
tion, but an absolute injury. It takes from him the right to make con- 
tracts, and the right to sell his labor except for cash, for when the em- 
ployer is prohibited from contracting with him, the laborer is also prohibited 
from contracting with the employer. This sort of law would shut the 
laborer off from many avenues which are now open to him for employment. 
It frequently happens that men will employ labor if they can do so at 
Jeast in part credit. The laborer may often obtain employment whereat he 
can be paid in that which is just as good to him as money, when if the 
aw were as it is sought to be made by this bill, he could not obtain em- 
ployment at all and must starve. This is not right. We are clearly of the 
opinion that if this bill should be enacted into the form of a law, it would 
uceamplish nothing, because the courts would promptly hold it uncon- 
stitutional and void. It is not within the.power of the Legislature to 
select one class of persons, like the laboring men, and so hedye them around 
with alleged protection, that they are precluded from muking contracts 
which others may readily make, and in our opinion no friend of. labor 
would ever advocate such law.”

The Commit- 
tee on Privileges & Election has one clerk, Miss Bertha Sands. We find 
that all the clerks above named are well qualified to fill their respective 
positions and are satisfactory to the members of the respective ‘committees. 
We also find that there is also a large amount of work to do in each of the 
above named committees, and that a clerk is absolutely necessary for 
each one of the said committees. 

The Committee on Privileges and Elections have in addition eight clerks 
who are employed in counting votes in the Silver Bow County election con- 
tests, and an Assistant-Sergeant-at-Arms to attend the doors of the rooms 
where the counting is being done. The above extra clerks are only tem- 
porary, and are paid out of a special appropriation; and do not by right 
come under the head of committee clerks. 

The Committee on Printing has three clerks, Mrs. Alice Harriman, J. S. 
Mills and Miss Lizzie Murphy. These clerks are satisfactory to the mem- 
bers of the Printing Committee and have all the work they can handle at 
the present time. This Committee will need another clerk in the near future. 

The Committee on Engrossment bas a chief clerk, Mrs. Keerl, and four 
assistants, Miss Minnie Bowers, Miss EH. Forster, Miss Carrie Kalb and 
A. G. Bossuth. We find that all the clerks on this committee are not 
stenographers and are not very familiar with the use of .the typewriter, but 
we are informed by the Chairman of the Committee, and by Mrs. Keerl, 
the chief clerk, that a considerable portion of the work of this committee 
is the comparing of copies with the original bills, and that these elerks 
can he well employed in such reading. At the present time there is not 
enough work to keep all these clerks employed, and we believe that the 
committee has been a little hasty in putting on additional clerks until such 
time as they were actvally needed. 

The Committee on Enrollment has a chief clerk, Miss MacDonald, and 
two assistants, Fred Johnson and Miss Kirkendall. They are all thoroughly 
competent and have plenty of work to do. 

Committees on Agriculture and Horticulture, Irrigation and Water 
Rights, Fish and Game, and Live Stock and Public Ranges, have one clerk, 
Miss Laura E. McIntosh, 
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The committees on Improvements and Manufacturing, Education, Mili- 
tary Affairs, State Lands and Highways, have one clerk, Miss Grace Mc- 
Nerney. 

The committees on Apportionment and Representation, Railroads and 
Transportation, Libraries and Immigration have one clerk, Miss Cecelia 
Maloney. 

The committees on Mines and Mining, Labor, Internal Improvements, 
and Federal Relations have one clerk, Miss Kathleen Hughes. 

The committees on State Institutions, Affairs of Cities, Corporations 
other than Municipal, Rules and Joint Rules, Mileage and Per Diem, have 
one clerk, A. J. Steffens. 

The committees on State Boards and Officers, Townships and Counties, 
Insurance, Fairs and Expositions, have two clerks, George Lanstrum and 
Miss Minnie Stubblefield. 

We have seen the work of each clerk in the above groups of committees, 
and believe that they are each thoroughly competent to fill their respective 
positions and have plenty of work to do. 

We find that the extra duties imposed upon the Judiciary Committee 
and the Committee on Privileges and Elections, have kept several of the 
other committees from ho!ding any meetings for a number of days, and 
that these other committees have quite an accumulation of bills to act upon 
as soon as the eiection contests and the impeachment proceedings are 
out of the hands of the above committees, and the bills so acted upon will 
soon find their way to the committees on Printing, Engrossment and En- 
roliment, and from that time on these three committees will have plenty 
of work to do.

By Rice:—‘‘Your Committee on Privileges and Elections, having had be- 
fore them the investigation of alleged fraud and corruption at a general 
election held in the County of Silver Bow, on the 4th day of November, 
1902, would respectfully report that in accordance with instructions from 
this body. we did on the 23rd day of January, summon John Weston, County 
Clerk and Recorder of Silver Bow County, to appear before us with ‘al 
official ballots cast at said election. On January 26th, County Clerk and 
Recorder Weston did appear, and from that date until February 6th, when 
the count was called off, our sub-committee did faithfully superinterfd 
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said tally, bringing forward the ballots of such alleged fraudulent precincts 
as said contestants desired counted, until fifteen precincts in said County of 
Silver Bow had been fully and carefully enumerated so far as the legal 
status of the Silver Bow merhbers in this Hiouse were concerned. That 
our committee counted and continued to count until all precincts where 
fraud had been charged had been enumerated, and as Ouairman of your 
committee would state that this investigation has been prosecuted as 
economically and rapidly as possible. ‘That the contestants of this matter 
have adsolutely proved nothing, seeming to rely on what disclosures vhe 
oallots would show to substantiate their charges. As the investigation of 
this matter since the receipt of the ballots has been entirely in the hands 
of cur sub-committee, Messrs, Bever, Swindlehurst and Cannon, I append 
herewith their report.” 

“Your Sub-committee heretofore charged with the duty of taking testi- 
mony in the matter of the contest of the seats of the sitting members from 
Silver Bow County, respectfully report: 

“That such investigation was by your sub-committee prosecuted with 
diligence until Friday, the 6th inst., upon which date attorneys for the con- 
testants were requested to file with the sub-committee a ‘statement in writ- 
ing showing briefly the facts they expected: to prove in support of each 
allegation made by the contestants, and the names and places of resi- 
dences of not to exceed two creditable witnesses whio could be called in 
support of each of such allegations, to the end that the sub-committee 
might thereupon cause subpoenas to be issued requiring such witnesses to 
appear and testify before the sub-committee. 

The attorneys requested time until Tuesday, the 10th instant, to pre- 
pare the required statement. This being allowed, on the last named date 
the following statement was delivered to the chairman of the sub-com- 
mittee, to-wit:—T'o the Hon, J. H. Rice, Chairman, Committee on Privileges 
& Hlections, House of Representatives, Helena, Montana. We, the under- 
signed, your petitioners in the matter of the contest of the Silver Bow 
delegation now occupying seats in your body, respectfully represent, that 
after a full consultation of the contestants, your petitioners, and in view 
of the fact that the introduction of testimony in the case on their part 
would take up the time of your committee until practically the close of 
the present session, and at a considerable cost to the state, as well as 
to your petitioners, and that even in the event of a report favorable to 
your petitioners, will result in no tangible benefit to them have decided 
thut they do not desire to proceed further in the matter of said contest, 
and respectfully ask that the same be dismissed. Thanking the committee 
for past courtesies extended, we beg to remain, respectfully,.C. P. Connolly, 
J. Bruce Cremer, Hdward S. Booth, Attorneys for Petitioners. 

This communication gives notice of an abandonment of the contest by 
the contestants, the Democratic Legislative candidates, after issue joined 
between themselves and the contestees, the Fusion members of the House 
from Silver Bow County, on charges and counter-charges of the most serious 
character. These charges by the Democrats and the counter-charges by the 
Fusionists involve allégations of illegal registration, illegal voting, con- 
epiracy amongst judges and clerks of election to make fraudulent count 
aud false returns of votes cast, tampering with returns when made, and 
in short, almost every conceivable crime against the election laws of this 
stnte. In the very nature of the case, proof of the truth of the charges 
could only be made by and through the cordial co-operation of one or both 
of the contending parties making the charges and counter-charges. The 
investigation had not progressed far enough to enable your sub-committee 
to form a just or correct conclusion ‘as to the truth or falsity of any of 
the allegations made by either party, when the motion to dismiss was  pre- 
sented by attorneys for contestants. It is clear that henceforth that the 
investigation must be prosecuted, if at all, in the face of indifference, if 
not the opposition of both contestants and contestees. Under such cir- 
cumstances, not heing advised of the names and whereabouts of witnesses, 
the committee would in a short time:.at its command labor against un- 
surmountable obstacles. The effort could be so obviously futile that your 
sub-committee feels constrained to recommend that the contest be dis- 
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missed for the want of prosecution, as there has been no evidence of irregu- 
larity in the ballots, so far as the legislative ticket is concerned. Chauncy 
C. Pever, T. M. Swindlehurst, H. S. Cannon.” 

“Your committee would therefore report that in the matter of the con- 
test of the seats of the members of Silver Bow County that Patrick Mul- 
lins, James H. Lynch, John MacGinniss, Robert W. Farmer, Guy Stapleton, 
Touie Licenemann, Frank B. Axtell, William B. Whiteley, Charles W. Dem- 
ster, Joseph Shannon, Larry Duggan, and Frank W. Pelletier, are en- 
titled to seats in this body.”

state needs the money, an excuse the men who held up the train near Butte 
could offer, viz: they knew it was wrong, but they needed the money, and 
the great State of Montana has set them the example. 

Also, as a minority report of the Committee on Appropri ratione, I rec- 
ommend that House Bill No. 5, relating to licensing of professional men. 
do pass for the following reasons: 

It is an unjust tax levied on men who in order to fit themselves for 
their profession have had to spend large sums of money, without in the 
meantime being able to earn a livelihood as do men engaged in learning 
to become engineers, miners, bank presidents, cashiers, ete., and the tax 
is unjust in that the man who earns but $500 has to pay as much as the 
man, who earns $10,000 or $15,000 a year, and I believe it is class legisla- 
tion of the worst sort, and if one class pay in addition to their other taxes 
for the privileges of following their professions, all other classes should 
do the same. In addition, these men are required to undergo an examina- 
tion for which they have to pay at least $25, and many of them do a vast 
amount of charitable work which no other class have to do.” 

Dwight moved to accept the majority report.

By Special Committee appointed to visit State . Institutions:—‘‘Mr. 
Speaker:—Your Special Committee appointed to visit the State Institutions 
report that we made a visit to the State Orphans Home at T'win Bridges, 
in Madison Clounty, an institution that is supported in whole by the appro- 
priations trom the Legislature, same having ho land grants and where 
destitution and dependence is the only price of admission. They do not 
provide for cripples, deformed or feeble-minded children, and only have 
those who have no parents and no home. The state provides the clothing 
and schooling, and everything needed for the children received there. We 
find the management and discipline of this institution admirable, there 
seems to be a disposition to make it as much like a family home as pos- 
sible; the children are kept busy, the time being divide between study, 
work and play. This institution has three buildings well equipped for the 
purpose intended, and forty-two acres of land, and it undoubtedly needs 
an additional forty acres now under lease, which can be purchased, in the 
opinion of your committee, at a much less cost than at some future time. 
There are six cows and two horses owned by the state and there is much 
need that a barn be built. That in view of the fact that the building is 
lighted by one hundred coal oil lamps, that. we most heartily recommend 
that an appropriation be set aside for the electric light and heating plant. 
The present heating plant is inadequate, and we learn from the manage- 
ment that two fires bave started in the building caused by coal oil lamps. 
The home is beautifully situated in a pleasant and picturesque part in the © 
southern part of our state; the attendance during the year has been about 
120, two-fifths being girls and three-fifths boys, having come.from the vari- 
ous counties of the state, and are generally bright and promising children. 
&4 of the children are in. the school and the remainedr are too young for 
school work: <A fine sewerage system was during last year, added to the 
improvements, the health of the occupants is good, and we note that during 
over nine years in which the institution has been in existence, there has 
been but five deaths. Two of these were accidentally drowned, one have 
sickened and died in the institution, two having died after being brought 
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to the institution in bad health. We find the institution governed by a 
Board of Trustees, composed of the Honorable Pat Carney, President, J. 8. 
Comfort, See, the Hon, Amos Eastman, Treasurer, Hon, Mort Elser and 
Hon. W. M. Oliver, and President Wiley Mountjoy and Mrs, Mouutjoy, 
the matron thereof. These officers are the right people in the right place 
and giving entire satisfaction. They are doing everything in their power 
to make a good home for these orphans. 

We also visited the Agricultural College situated at Bozeman, Gallatin 
County, Montana, and find that this institution is really an industrial in- 
stitution, where not only agriculture is taught in all its branches, both 
theoretical and practical, but the students may if they so desire, receive 
a first class business education, a course in civil engineering, and several 
other courses that lead to technical work. This institution is supplied 
by the Federal Government with tools and implements, and they have an 
income from the land grants. In fact, five buildings have been erected from 
the money obtained upon bonds. These bonds being based upon the lands 
owned by the institution, and many improvements about the premises were 
made from profits of the work, labor and capital of the school. About 280 
students attend, one-half of whom are women. The women are not only 
taught tue various branches but receive instructions relative to house-keep- 
ing. Students come from 17 counties of the State. Twenty-three are in 
the Agricultural Department proper, about 80 in the practical business 
courses, whle 20 are taking courses in engineering and other professional 
studies, and the remainder in the preparatory classes. The requirements 
of admission, while varied and dependent upon the department sought to 
be entered, are such as to allow the ambitious to prepare themselves for 
their various professions. Tio enter the preparatory department, it is neces- 
sary for the applicant to be a graduate of the Highth Grade taught in our 
public schools. There is want of room in the buildings of this college, and 
the management is very anxious to secure additional quarters for the bio- 
logical department, which is now domiciled with the agricultural depart- 
ment, and there is need of dormitories, especially for the female students, 
who must during the inclement weather attend the institution from the 
town of Bozeman some distance away. The Laboratory consists of only 
two small rooms, where fifty students are compelled to work, and we call 
special attention to the fact that appropriation should be made for the 
building of a barn, and this by reason of the fact that many experimenis 
are being conducted in the feeding of stock (different kinds of stock and 
different kinds of Feed) and this cannot be successfully accomplished unless 
there is better shelter provided. In making appropriations for this and 
like institutions of this state, we think it should be taken into consideration 
that we are building for the future as well as for the present, and that 
good buildings will advertise the institutions and secure more students. A 
boy from a first-class ranch or farm will hardly desire to enter the Agri- 
cultural College, unless the premises are at least as good as those owned 
by his father. The range of this state is rapidly disappearing and the 
urgent need of the state now is for better farming, miore varied industries: 
and especially ¢o our agriculturalists look forward to the feeding of stock 
and the production of butter and other dairy and stock interests. By fos- 
tering and encouraging our Agricultural College, these laudable enterprises 
will be the sooner available to the good of the people of the state. 

Your Committee also visited the State Normal School located at Dillon, 
Beaverhead County, and we feel it proper here to state that the selection 
of Dillon, situated as it is in one of the most beautiful valleys of our state, 
was a wise act of our legislative department. The buildings in use by 
the normal school consist of a magnificent school building of two stories 
and basement, together with the dormitory for the use of the students who 
attend school from distant parts of the state. The buildings are heated, 
lighted and ventilated by an excellent system, and the equipment of these 
buildings meeting all the requirements at present necessary. Owing to the 
increased attendance it has become imperative that greater dormitory ac- 
commodations be provided for. While the present dormitory accommoda- 
tions are only intended ior fifty, it has become necessary to crowd 73 into 
them, and there are still twenty who are compelled to seek quarters outside

of the institution. Not only better discipline can be secured where the 
students reside at the dormitory, but the cost of living for the students 
will be greatly reduced. We urgently recommend that an addition to the 
dormitory be built to relieve the present crowded condition, and that the 
Eighth Legislature authorize the sale of bonds against the Normal School 
Land Grant in a sufficient amount to cover the cost of these improvements. 
Our visit extended to all departments of the school, and your committee 
take pleasure in reporting back to your Honorable that we have found 
this institution in excellent condition, and that we commend the State 
Board of Education and the faculty under them for the excellent and pros- 
perous condition this educational institution has attained. 

The unusual advantages this institution offers as a training school to 
those seeking a normal school education, are unsurpassed. In additional 
to the theoretical instructions received at the school, through tue courtesy 
of the School Board at Dillon, the students are permitted to have prac- 
tical training by teaching classes in the publie schools of that city, under the 
experienced teachers of those schools, thereby combining theory with prac- 
tice. The number of students enrolled is 113. 

We also visited the State School for the Deaf and Blind situated at 
Boulder, Jefferson County, Montana, and here found 55 unfortunate but 
in many instances bright and intelligent boys and girls; 15 blind and 40 deaf. 
The buildings with their school rooms, dining-rooms, sleeping apartments, 
etc., were visited and thoroughly inspected, and seem well adapted to their 
use. The food of the scholars was a!so examined and found to be excellent; 
bedding clean and ample, and in the words of the biennial report of the State 
Board of Charities ‘there was a general air of cheer and contentment in ~- 
the school, which was marked, and could not be overlooked.” 

The industrial department is made prominent in this school. In the: 
carpenter shop articles of furniture are made and repaired by the pupils 
under the instructors. Some of the farm buildings were built by the boys, 
who have learned the carpenter trade, also conduct a little newspaper. The 
girls are taught to sew and are also engaged about the laundry, the blind 
being taught to work as well as the deaf. The land belonging to the insti- 
tution is under cultivation, and we are told that in the summer time the 
inmates are glad to work raising vegetables, grain and small fruit. Many 
of the children are very apt and easily taught, and when graduated will 
make useful citizens. A great amount of patience and diligence is used by 
the instructors in teaching the little helpless seaf and blind charges undér 
their control. This is one of the most interesting institutions in our entire 
State, and words fail to express the high appreciation felt by the com- 
mittee wpon viewing the noble work that is being done by the instructors. 
The present law provides “That as soon as possible in the judgment of the 
Board of Trustees by and with the consent of the State Board of Educa- 
tion, a separate building and premises, adjoining and yet distinct from those 
for the deaf and blind, should be provided for such feeble-minded 
children, which. building and premises shall be more especially adapted 
to the peculiar needs of said feeble-minded’’, and the committee tinds that 
in the State.of Montana there are one hundred and six feeble-minded 
children of school age, whose parents will not allow them to be sent to the 
insane asylum, and in fact, such children should not be sent to the asylum 
for the insane; there is also about 16 in the Insane Asylum that could be 
eared for at a home for the feeble-minded, much better and at less expense 
than at the asylum. We are also informed that the state of Idaho has 
within its confines many children of this class who would be sent to Mon- 
tana, if a proper home was provided, and the State of Idaho would pay the 
State of Montana for the care of such children as they would send to such 
an institution. In view of the fact that the state has already selected a site 
for such a home and that the managament of the state school for the Deaf 
and Blind could also manage and care for the: feeble-minded children, we 
earnestly advocate that a suitable appropriation be allowed for the build: 
ing for these unfortunates. Bie . 

; Your Committee visited the State School of Mines situated at Butte. 
Silver Bow County, Montana. This institution has been in operation for 
two and one-half years, and has an attendance of 68 pupils. The Committee 
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found the work of the institution well organized and its faculty composed 
of men who are thoroughly qualified for the special duty assigned to each. 
The most prominent characteristic of the work done in this institution is 
the practical nature of the instruction given. It is claimed, and we believe 
acknowledged, that in no other school of this character are the pupils 
brought so directly and so continuously in contact with the actual problems 
und experience of the profession of the Mining Engineer as in Butte. It is 
declared purpose of the management of the school that no pupil shall be 
‘graduated from the institution who has not acquired a practical as well 
as a theoretical acquaintance with the various subjects embraced in the 
course. We find that the institution is in need of additional equipment 
in the various departments to enable it to carry on its work successfully. 
The present facilities for the classes in assaying are entirely inadequate, 
and an appropriation should be made for additional accommodation in this 
line. There is a large unfinished attic in the School of Mines building which 
should be finished off, as it is very much needed for the accommodation of 
the classes. There is also need of a material increase of the heating plant 
of the institution. The present plant which is good so far as it goes, is not 
sufficient for the rooms at present occupied, and must be enlarged to meet 
the demands of the greater space that must be used. The Committee ex- 
amined carefully the detailed plans for these additions and is of the opinion 
that they will meet the warts of the institution in the best and most eco- 
nomical manner. For general equipment considerable additions are needed 
and should be granted so far as the funds at the disposal of the state will 
permit. We desire to express here our gratification in view of the char- 
acter of the instruction given in the School of Mines, and to say that here. 
as in the other institutions we have visited in the state, we have been 
fortunate in securing efficient and capable teachers, trustees and managers.” 
On motion of Miles, report referred to Committee on Appropriations. 
Also: “Mr. Speaker:—We, your Special Committee appointed to visit 
the state institutions of the State of Montana, beg leave to report as follows:— 
We visited the Penitentiary at Deer Lodge, and after twenty hours in- 
vestigation of the institution, find that this institution, managed by Messrs. 
Conley & MecTague, has been progressive and fully abreast of the times 
and the modern idea of prison management., The two-fold idea of punishment 
and reform, realizing that the subject of reform is more vital than the object 
of vindicating the laws of the state, not only to the prisoner but as a pro- 
tection of society, for most all of these prisoners have sentences to serve. 
after which they will again mingle with some element of the world’s masses, 
they possess the great secret of successful prison management, two qual- 
ites essenital in dealing with criminal characters, firmness and humanity, 
thereby overcoming the most refractory and strengthening the well-behaved. 
disarming resistance and bringing out and developing the bet\er points ot 
the natural disposition. There are about five hundred prisoners in this in- 
stitution, of various ages from sixteen to three score years and ten, whose 
camfort and health are at all times carefully considered, and who have 
sufficient food and clothing. The discipline of the prison and the high regard 
entertained for the contractors is such that, since the prison passed to the 
control of the state, we are informed there has never been any attempt at 
mutiny or disturbance, and at the same time they handle the hardened 
and unruly convicts with severity as is necessary under the circumstances. 
The buildings at this institution, like all the other institutions visited by your 
committee, (except the insane asylum) are owned by the state. We found 
at the penitentiary that a new heating plant had been erected, which seems 
to be an entire success and adds greatly to the comfort of all concernea. 45 
stoves formerly used by the institution were no longer needed and have been 
moved out of the prison. The prison has its own electric plant, great bake 
ovens, where a fine class of bread is turned out, fine shower baths, and 
steam laundry; in fact, the entire equipment is strictly modern and up to 
date. Especial mention is hereby made of ventilation, which we belive to 
be unsurpassed. The library to which the prisoners have access was pre- 
sented with 3730 volumes by W. A. Clarke, Jr. Special attention is calied to 
the fact that while the buildings used by the male prisoners are commodius 
and roomy, yet that part of the institution where women are confined is 
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overcrowded, and they have no opportunity whatever of taking any out- 
door exercise, unless thrown in contact with the male prisoners; and we 
agree with the management that this would be unwise. The-Governor in 
his message recommends that there be a suitable appropriation to erect a 
building for the use of female prisoners, with an enclosure. There are now 
16 women prisoners confined in two small rooms and in connection with 
this appropriation it may be well to mention that there is one large and 
commodious structure erected about three years ago, which, under ordinary 
circumstances would cost from $65,600.00 to $75,000.00, but cno1is structure 
was constructed at a cost to the state of only $16,000.00. This great saving 
to the state was caused by the fact that convicts made the brick used 
therein, burned the lime, sawed the lumber and did all the labor, skilled 
and unskilled, in the construction of the same. Now, we, your Committee, 
would urgently .recommend that a special appropriation of three thousand 
dotlars be made, so that this building and enclosure could be erected. Having 
carefully considered the system upon which this institution is run and taking 
into consideration all the facts and circumstances connected therewith, we 
are confident that the institution is run at a’ great saving to the state and 
‘heartily recommend that there be no change from the contract system. 
We tind from our investigation that both Messrs. Conley and McTague have 
had long experience in cealing with the criminal classes before they took 
charge of the institution, as well as a valuable experience they have had 
during the twelve years therein, and earnestly advise that they be retained 
in their present position.”’ 

On motion of Harrison, report adopted. 

Also: ‘““Mr Speaekr:—We, your special committee appointed to visit the 
state institutions of the State of Montana, beg leave to report that we were 
one day and night at the Asylum for the Insane, situated at Warm Springs, 
Montana, and we examined all the buildings occupied by the patients, in- 
spected the farm, steam laundry, kitchens, bakery, bath rooms, barns and 
out houses and found the same in excellent repair, kept with scrupulous 
cleanliness, lighted by electricity and heated by steam. 

We note with special pride and pleasure the hospital building, the main 
ward of which is 40x90 feet witl. an 18ft ceiling; all the floors are of maple. 
This bui'ding is furnished with the best and most approved modern hos- 
pital furniture. Within this building is a modern operating room where sur- 
gical operations are performed for the entire institution, and we doubt if 
there is a better surgical operating room in the West. It is furnished with 
modern furniture and all the fixtures known to antiseptic and modern sur- 
gery, and the dispensary in this building is filled with all the required 
drugs, dressings and appliances necessary to such department. 

This bui'ding has a capacity for about ninety patients, and their ap- 
pearance indicates that they are well cared for. In this building, among 
the helpless, were two inmates who have been in the institution for more 
than twenty-four years. The réceiving wards of this institution are models 
of cleanliness, well ventilated and airy, and are ample for all requirements. 
Attached to the wards are elegant bath rooms, wash roonis and lavatories, 
and in them there is no foul air, and they are connected with an excellent 
sewerage system. In this connection we will mention that we were reliably 
informed that during the twenty-seven years last past, the institution 
has never had a case of typho'd fever, or other acute infectious disease in- 
cident to bad sewerage. 

The dormitory buildings are large, light and well ventilated, and afford 
every comfort and pleasure that the condition of these patients warrant. 

The ward in which the females live has been presided over by Mrs. 
Brown in an excellent manner for more than nineteen years, and while the 
same is a model of cleanliness, well furnished and equipped and having 
a sufficient number of attendants, and fully protected from all publicity. 
yet we must say that the building itself is getting old and should be re- 
placed by a modern structure something similar to the fine brick hospital 
building above mentioned. We made a close inquiry relative to why such 
a bui'ding had not been constructed for the use of the unfortunate female 
inmates, and find that the contractors on account of the fact that their 
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contract is for such a short term, that they hesitate to build any more high 
priced buildings, and we are confident that they should be given a longer 
contract, so that they would be enabled to build such a structure. We 
would suggest that the next contract entered into with these gentlemen 
should be for a term of about six years. 

We examined the books and reports of the institution and find that they 
keep a complete list of the patients, and dates of admission, county from 
where they came, full condition of the patient and chances of recovery, as 
well as the number discharged and died during each month, also full and 
xecurate reports of like kind are niade each ear to the asylum commission- 
ers, and in add tion thereto statistics are compiled and furnished to the 
various bureaus and published in their reports, and on account of the length 
of this report the same will not be embraced lerein, but reference is hereby 
iuade to reports heretofore made to the Bureau of Labor, Agriculture and 
Industry, and to the biennial report of the State Board of Charities and 
Reform. 

We find that patients are Sunplived about the farm and in the institution, 
some driving oxen, some milking cows, some hauling hay, making and mend- 
ing clothes and assisting about the cooking, and these conilitions meet with 
our hearty approval, as to withhold employment and occupation from these 
people would be indeed a hardship on them. When we consider the vast 
army of attendants, physicians and managers connected with this insti- 
tution, the wages paid to them, increased cost of food during the past few 
years, amount of drug bills, fuel furnished, insurance paid and the hundred 
and one other matters that might be mentioned, we are sure that the state 
could make no saving in the amount each year expended in the care of 
these unfortunates. . 

Diligent inquiry upon the part of the members of your committee has 
failed to reveal the siightest evidence of maltreatment or neglect of in- 
mates on the part of the asylum management. The institution is under the 
personal supervision of Dr. O. Y. Warren, a man of high professional at- 
tainments, and irreproachable character. He is a man of humane heart 
and generous impulses. To see this man moving about these poor helpless 
and unfortunate inmates and find that each and every one, conscious of 
gratitude, meet him with a smile of love and confidence, would forever di.- 
pel any idea of harsh treatment upon his part.”

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


| “February 28, 1908. 
To the Speaker of the House of Representatives, House of Representateves, 

Helena, Montana. 

Sir: I have the honor to inform you that I have approved the following 
bills:

and 3507, approved March 1, 1899.

Dwight, by unanimous leave made the following report: 

“To the Honorable, the House of Representatives of the Eighth Legis- 
lative Assembly. 

Your Special Committee heretofore appointed to investigate alleged viola- 
tions of the anti-gambling laws of the state, respectfully report that on the 
dth day of February, 1903, the following resolution was adopted by the 
House, to-wit: 

Resolved, that whereas it is a notorious fact that every gambling ap- 
pliance or device of. every kind or character is being run openly in this 
state, contrary to the laws of this state, and whereas it is openly charged that 
such officers, state, municipal or otherwise whose duty it is to execute the 
gambling laws of the state, are not only violating their oaths of office but 
are accused of a sericus crime, in that they are enriching themselves by a 
aystem known as grafting, be it therefore resolved that a committee of 
three be appointed to ascertain who is responsible, and if facts are as 
stated to proceed by impeachment or otherwise to bring such criminals 
to justice. 
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That thereafter and on the 6th day of February, 1903, the following 
resolution was adopted by the House, to-wit: 

By Webb: “I move that a special committee of three appointed for 
the purpose of investigating the violations of the anti-gambling laws be 
given authority by this House to make a thorough investigation of said 
alleged violations, and in carrying out said investigation that they be em- 
powered to summon witnesses, to visit towns and cities, if they deem it 
necessary, and such other means of procuring evidence as they may deem 
proper, and that they may incur such expense as they may deem necessary 
to carry out such investigation, not to exceed $500.00, and in the event 
said amount prove insufficient, the committee be instructed to report back 
to the House for further action.” 

Under authority of said resolutions, we have prosecnied the required 
investigation as far as the limited time at our disposal would permit. Other 
exacting duties in connection with the business of the House and its stand- 
ing committees have materially retarded this special work and the indis- 
position of witnesses to frankly testify to plain facts believed to be within 
their knowledge, has seriously impeded progress. The committee has en- 
countered evasion, concealment, deception, and at least in one case flagrant 
perjury. Numerous witnesses have been examined, public officers charged 
with the execution of the law and persons confessedly running gambling 
houses have been examined under oath, and members of the committee 
have personally visited places in the City of Helena where gambling was 
being conducted without any apparent effort at concealment. From the 
testimony of witnesses and from personal observation, we submit to the 
House the following findings of fact. 

1. That during the year 1901 the Attorney General of the State zealously 
urged all county and city officers to enforce the anti-gambling law. His 
efforts were rewarded by almost if not complete success. Gambling was 
practically discontinued throughout the state. But after a few months of 
commendable zeal, the county and city officers charged with the duty of 
enforcing the law, relaxed their vigilance and thereupon all sorts of games 
were commenced and conducted with stealth for a time, until emboldened 
by exemption from interefence or punishment, the gambling fraternity prac- 
tically cast aside all pretences of concealment and for a long time prior 
to the beginning of this investigation, violations of the anti-gambling law 
have been so open and notorious in the large cities that the general public, 
as well as the officers of the law, understand that the law is being violated 
and defied. 

2, State officers, and officers of the cities and counties of the state 
have been and are aware of the flagrant violations of the anti-gambling 
law, and such officers have, with a few notable exceptions, failed, neglected 
and refused to stand by and for the law they were sworn to execute. In 
this behalf, honorable mention should be made of the sheriffs of Missoult 
and Gallatin counties, and Ex-sheriff Watts, of Ravalli County. These 
officers executed the law with such success as to clearly demonstrate that 
gambling can be stopped if the officers of the law honestly endeavor to do 
their duty. If this compliment is due to officers in any other county, the 
fact has not been brought to our attention. 

3. The committee is not prepared, from the facts elicited during the 
brief investigation to specifically charge any officer with having received 
tribute from the gamblers for so-called protection or immunity from prose-. 
cution, but the committee finds that the violations of the law are so open 
and notorious in the city of Helena and in other large cities of the state, 
that the officers cannot be ignorant of these violations, and that their neglect 
of duty can only be ascribed to either criminal connivance or some un- 
worthy motive. 

4. That at least in the case of one witness,—the proprietor of a gambling 
house in Helena.—the committee from personal knowledge that. such wit- 
ness wilfully and deliberately committed perjury throughout his testimony 
before the committee. Other witnesses evaded questions, urged lapse of 
memory and resorted to so many subterfuges in dodging questions that the * 
committee is convinced that they purposely pursued such tactics with a 
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view to concealing facts within their knowledge, which, if exposed, would 
show that the connivance of the officers of the law with the violation there- 
of amounted to more than mere neglect of duty, through inattention to 
official business. 

The Committee believes that a searching investigation by a committee 
having ample time to prosecute the same, will disclose an appalling state 
of corruption on the part of certain of such officers as are charged with 
the direct enforcement of the anti-gambling law. 

5. This committee finds that three ways are available in attempting 
to deal with violations of the anti-gambling law. 

One way sug »ggested is to repeal the law and license the practice. This 
course, while promising revenue to the treasury, would so far shock the 
moral susceptibilities of the people, that it cannot be fairly recommended. 

2. The calling of grand juries in the respective counties of the state 
for the purpose of investigating violations and where the facts warrant, 
indicting violators of the law, and those in league with them. This method 
would probably lack uniformity, as grand juries might not be called in some 
of the counties, and even where called as grand juries would not remain 
long in session, they would generally fail, during their brief existence to 
secure the attendance of witnesses; who, warned of the approach of the 
grand jury, would doubtless absent them selves from the jurisdiction. 

The third, and what seems to the committee the most efficient method 
of reaching the difficulty would be through a legislative committee authorized 
and empowered to hold sessions in any -part of the state, after the adjourn- 
ment of the present legislature, with a view to reporting to the Ninth Legis- 
lative Assembly, and in the meantime, placing in the hands of the County 
Attorneys and the District Judges of the State such evidence as they might 
.from time to time acquire, showing violations of the law in the respective 
counties. In the opinion of your committee the enactment of such a law 
would, of itself, practically cause the discontinuance of public gambling 
in the state for the future, and the committee thus empowered could, by 
placing before the district judges and county attorneys the facts, cause 
those who have heretofore violated the law to be brought to justice. The 
committee herewith presents a bill embodying its views, and recommends 
that the same do pass. In explanation of the selection made for member- 
ship of the proposed committee it seems sufficient to suggest that the selec- 
tion Should be confined to members of the State Senate whose terms will 
not expire until the close of the Ninth Legislative Assembly. It has also 
seemed fitting to select senators who are members of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the Senate.”

Report of Committee. 

Mr. Speaker:—We your committee to whom was referred the enclosed 
resolution, beg leave to make the following report and ask its adoption. 
The. resolution says: 

“Be it resolved, by the House of Representatives, that the Committee 
on Irrigation and Water Rights be and it is hereby authorized and directed 
to thorough'y investigate and make a complete report to the House of all 
the transactions of the Arid Land Commission, which said report shall 
show the projects undertaken, the work accomplished thereon, the amount 
of bonds issued for such separate district, and for other purposes, the value 
received for such bonds issued and persons to whom bonds were delivered, 
and the value received for the same, and account of all moneys appropriated 
for and received by such commission or by any officer or member thereof 
expended, the name of the person from received, the purpose for which 
received and the disposition made of all moneys so appropriated and re- 
ceived, the character and the value of the consideration therefor, and the 
legal authorities, if any, for obtaining and expending the same. And that 
said committee inquire particularly into and report upon the amount of 
about $3000.00 received by David A. Cory and Donald Bradford, members 
of the said Arid Land Commission, from A. Wormser, the purpose for 
which said money was received and for what expended, the legal authority 
for such expenditure and the names of all persons to whom such amount or 
any particular portion thereof was paid out and the date of payment; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that said committee be and is hereby 
authorized to send for papers, administer oaths and employ an expert ac- 
countant, if need be, to examine the books and papers of such gommission, 
such expert accountant not to be paid a sum to exceed $200.00.” 

Pursuant to said resolution your committee began said investigation 
on the 17th day of February, by taking testimony therein, and they held 
thirteen sittings, taking some 600 pages of typewritten testimony, which is 
herewith submitted. The task imposed by the foregoing resolution was a 
very laborious one, as the resolution required the committee to cover in 
its invetigation all the trnsactions of said commission, from its organization. 
to the present time, a period of some eight years: 

HISTORICAL. The Arid Land Grant Commission was created by the 
Legislature of 1895, for the purpose of enabling the state to receive the 
very generous gift of congress in offering to donate to the state one million 
acres of the arid lands of the United States if the state would reclaim the 
same, as provided in the Carey Act of 1894. . 

FIRST COMMISSION. The commission was organized on the 9th of 
April, 1895, and consisted of the following named persons appointed by 
Gov. Rickards. E. W. Beattie, A. L. Babcock, H. S. Corbett, J. T. Arming- 
‘ton and J. A. Talbot, who selected J. C. Auld as Secretary. This commis- 
sion did little except to make some surveys on the Yellowstone River, from 
Fallon to Fort Buford Reservation. It incurred an expense of only $3831.18. 
Of this amount, $706.64 is represented by warrants issued by the commis- 
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sion and paid by the state treasurer and charged against a $2,000 appro- 
priation made by the Legislature, the balance of said appropriation revert- 
ing to the State Treasurer. $929.65 of said expense incurred by said com- 
missoin was paid by the commission which succeeded this. $2194.90 in- 
curred for other expenses was represented by warrants drawn on the Fed- 
eral Grant Reclamation Fund, under Section 3548 of the Political Code, and 
which warrants were registered with the State Treasurer instead of being 
paid out of the appropriation. This amount represented, for the most part, 
expenses incurred for engineers, which the members: of the commission 
themselves paid. On April 2, 1897, all members of the commission, in- 
cluding the Secretary, resigned, and a new administration having been 
inaug: rated. On April 7, 1897, the following named persons appointed by 
Governcr Smith, reorganized the Commission as follows:—J. K. Toole, Chair- 
man, Donald Bradford, Field Commissioner, and C. O. Reed Secretary, the 
remaining members being T. C. Marshall and A. H. Mitchell. On Nov. 4, 
1897, Governor Toole resigned as Chairman, he not being in accord with 
the Commission as to its plans for work. T. C. Marshall succeeded Gov. 
‘Toole as Chairman of the Commission, and Messrs. Bradford and Reed 
were made the Executive Commission, ‘‘to perform all work of a detail 
chavacter’, and said Bradford being made Vice Chairman of the Commis- 
sion. On January 9, 1899, David A. Cory succeeded A. H. Mitchell, deceased, 
et a salary of $1800 per year, the limit allowed by law. From the report 
nade to Governor Toole, at his request, by the present State Hxaminer, 
Mr. Hudnell, on the 23rd of Jan. 1903, we learn that “that the wisdom of 
the policy being pursued by the commission was doubted by Jos. K. Toole. 
who resigned as commissioner Sept. 2, 1899.” H. L. Frank was appointed 
to succeed but did not qualify. J. H. Holt was appointed, but resigned. 
ard J. T. Brown was appointed to the vacancy. Mr. Brown has not, owing 
to the distance from Helena, actively participated in the Commission’s work. 
Mr. Reed has been out of the State about three years, though in corre- 
spondence with the Commission and trying to consummate contracts for 
it.’ The commission as at present constituted, is composed of T. C. Mar- 
shall, Chairman, who, however, handed his resignation some time since 
to t’e Governor; Donald Bradford, Vice Chairman and Field Commissioner, 
}’, A. Cery, Secretary and J. T. Brown. 

WORK ATTEMPTED BY THE COMMISSION. DISTRICT NO. 1. In 
this district 10,682 acres of Billings bench lands were segregated in the fall 
of 1897. This project received financial aid from the public spirited citizens 
of Billings, but the amount of money so contributed we are unable to learn 
either from the reports of the commission made to tie Governor, or from 
the testimony. We find no record of the receipt or disbursement of this 
money upon the books of the commission. $13,283.86 were expended on 
this distr’ct, including salaries and office expenses. The project was. a 
comn'ete failure, as not a rod of ditch was dug, or an acre of land re- 
claimed, or a settler secured. The reason for this failure was offered by the 
fact that the Northern Pacific Railway Co. refused to co-operate with the 
comm ‘ssion’ as was first expected. 

DISTRICT NO. .2. 50,3860 acres lying between Big Timber and Mel- 
ville, in Sweetgrass County were segregated by the commission in 1898. The 
land les cn both sides of the Yellowstone River. Some 8,000 acres on the 
vorth side were purchased by the commission from the Holland Irrigation 
Co., A. Wormser, President. The purchase included some thirteen and one- 
Palf miles cf canal end water rights appurtenant to the land. The Irriga- 
tion company received for their plant $100,000.00 in bonds issued by the 
commission. $132,000.00 in bonds in all were issued to said Irrigation Co. 
on this district, the remaining $32,000 being for moneys advanced by Mr. 
Wormser, or his company, to the Commission, and includes the money re- 
ceived by the Commission and by it disbursed, which matter your com- 
mittee was especially directed to investigate, and which is hereinafter 
referred to. The testimony at the hearing showed that this canal could 
be duplicate? for $20,000 end that it is doubtful if sufficient water has been 
appropriated to irrigate the 8,0(O acres of Jands in District No. 2, the final 
contract being entered into in August, 1899, at $12.50 per acre, for reclaim- 
ing said lands. It seems that every contract let by the commission was for

the maximum price allowed for reclamation, viz: $12.50 per acre. This 
contract has long since been forfeited. Work was to have begun under 
it October 1, 1899, but after numerous extensions, the contract seems to 
have been abandoned without objection on the part of the Commission. 
Reference will again be made to District No. 2 in discussing the receipt 
and disbursement of the £32,000.00 received from the President of the Hol- 
land Irrigation Co. The records of the commission show expenses incurred 
on this district to the amount of $26,822.95. The primary cause for abandon- 
ing the contract seems to have been the inability to sell the bonds, by which 
money might be realized for reclaiming the lands. In this district no land 
bas been reclaimed, or settlers secured, and the project, like that in Dis- 
trict No. 1, was a complete failure. 

DISTRICT NO. 3. This was a project undertaken near the town of 
Bridger, in Carbon County, upon which an expense of $6,118.02 was incurred. 
This expense was, in our opinion, without excuse or justification. No respon- 
sible party was dealt with in relation to this undertaking, and the project 
seems to have been undertaken ill-advisedly. $2,484.51 in warrants were 
issued on this district, although the district was never organized and no 
land whatever was ever segregated.’ Later warrants on District No. 4 were 
issued to take the place of these. These warrants are now all outstanding 
and unpaid. 

DISTRICT NO. 4. This district was organized in December, 1900, and 
contains 36,680 acres of land located in the northern part of Lewis and 
‘larke County, the project being commonly referred to as the ‘Dearborn 
Canal”. A contract for the reclamation of this land was let to L. D. Beary, 
at $12.00 per acre, which contract has since been assigned to the Mississippi 
Trust Co. of St. Louis. Considerable work has been done under this con- 
tract. At the time of the organization of this district, the Dearborn Canal 
Co. was the owner of a ditch partially constructed upon the land segregated. 
This ditch was sola to the state through the agency of the commission. 
At the time of the sale there was some four miles of ditch constructed, and 
+here have been constructed since said sale some 19 miles of ditch, besides 
some repairs have been made upon the old ditch. The ditch has been con- 
structed so as to irrigate some 14,C00O acres of land, and it is claimed that 
rome 18,000 acres additional will be reclaimed under the existing contract. 
As yet no settlers have been secured on the land embraced in this. district, 
and your committee are of the opinion that it is extremely doubtful if any 
can be secured in the near future, although it was claimed at the hearing, 
by.Mr. Bradford, that he had hopes that some forty settlers would locate 
on this land the coming spring. The expenses incurred on this district, in- 
cluding 25 per cent of Commissioner’s salary and general office expenses 
were $9755.98. $182,600.00 in bonds have been issued on this district. 

DISTRICT NO. 5. District No. 5 was another attempt of the commis- 
sion to reclaim lands on the Sun River. The only thing accomplished was 
the expenditure of $500.00 or more of the moneys received from the Hol- 
land Irrigation Canal Co., through Dr. Wormser, in preliminary surveys. 
It will be seen that a little less than 100,000 acres of land have been segre- 
gated, and withdrawn from filing and settlement under the land laws of 
the United States, or exactly 97,672 acres. Under the price at which it 
was reclaimed, $12.50 ner acre, with 20 per cent added as the law requires, 
it must be scld at $15.00 per acre. We are satisfied that the price for such 
land is prohibitive of sale and settlement, and that as a result its segre- 
vation has been a positive injury to the state. The testimony showed that 
in one district at least, its segregation has prevented settlers from locating 
the lands. In the vicinity of the Dearborn Canal it was shown that the 
highest price at which lands have been assessed in recent years was $5.00 
an acre, and that one large land owner in that vicinity had offered all of 
his lands at $7 an acre. It seems to your committee that there is a small 
chance of selling any of these reclaimed lands at $15 an acre for a long 
period of time. Some $55,981.98 has been incurred in expenses on the five 
districts, not an acre of which is in. cultivation, and on which not a settler 
bas been secured. It appears that the Commission has ceased doing busi- 
ness for some time past and its work is practically at a standstill. We find — 
that: operation of the law as it has been administered, has been worse than 
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a failure, and that it has been a positive injury to the state, and that there 
is no reasonable hope that anything substantially beneficial will be secured 
from it as at present administered. We, therefore, recommend its repeal 
and that the Commission be abolished. 

THE WORMSHR TRANSACTION. Your Committee was especially 
directed by said resolution to inquire particularly into the receipt and dis- 
bursement of about $30,000 received by David A. Cory and Donald Bradford, 
members of the Arid Land Commission, from A. Wormser, and to report the 
purpose for which said money was received and under what authority the 
same was expended. Regarding this matter, your committee have to report 
that through Dr. Wormser, the President of the Holland Irrigation Canal 
Co., the commission entered into a contract with said canal company as here- 
inbefore stated, under and by virtue of which the commission required an 
indemnity bond, in the sum of $50,000.00 to be executed by said company 
with A. Wormeser as surety, and that said company deposit with the com 
mission $25,000 in cash as a further guarantee and indemnity to secure the 
faithful execution of said contract. Prior to the execution of the final con. 
tract, which as stated, was in Aug. 1899, Wormser had secured from the 
Videlity and Trust Co. of Baltimire, a bond in the sum of $50,000 for the 
faithful execution of his contract, and had deposited with said Baltimore 
Co. the sum of $25,000 in cash as indemnity. It seems that the commission, 
upon hearing this and before entering into the final contract with Dr. Worm- 
ser, required him to cancel his contract with the Baltimore Co. which he 
did at a loss to his company of the annual premium of $400 besides the ex- 
penses attending the same, and said commission, in lieu thereof, obtained 
from Dr. Wormser’s Co. a bond of the company, as stated, in the sum of 
$50,000 with Dr. Wormser as surety, and further required of him that he 
should deposit as indemnity, for the faithful execution of his contract 
with said commission, the sum of $25,000 in cash. This was done, the cash 
being first paid by a check of said company, drawn by Dr. Wormser, pay- 
able to the order of T. E. Collins, State Treasurer. The evidence shows 
that the Commission refused to accept the check and insisted that Dr. Worm- 
ser should give them a check payable to D. A. Cory, Sec. of said commis- 
sion. This request of the commission was also complhed with and the 
money was so received from Dr. Wormser was deposited to the credit of the 
Commission or its agent and within a period of some six or seven months 
after its receipt was wholly disbursed and used by the commission in the 
payment of salaries and other expenses, and the indemnity as such was 
wholly lost and destroyed. Some $11,000 of this amount was appropriated 
by the commissioners in the payment of their salaries, most of which was 
paid to Donald Bradford for his services as Field Commissioner and: ex- 
penses, and to D. A. Cory in payment of his salary as Secretary. Under the 
law we believe that the same should have been deposited with the State 
Treasurer, as required by law. The Commission was informed by Attorney 
General C. B. Nolan, that the law required the deposit of this money with 
the State Treasurer, and that their account should be passed upon by the 
State Board of Examiners. No attention whatever was paid to this opinion 
cr advice from the Attorney General. Attorney General Nolan likewise 
advised that under the law there was no authority for paying Mr. Bradford. 
as Field Commissioner, a sum in excess of $1200.00 per year, but we find 
from the books of the Commissioners, and from the report of the State Hx- 
aminer, John G. Morony, introduced as evidence on the hearing, that for a 
period of four years preceding June 1, 1901, Bradford received $6 for each 
and every day of the year, Sundays included, as compensation for his 
alleged services as Field Commissioner. * What time he served or what he did, 
neither the records nor the books of the Commission, nor Mr. Bradford him- 
self, tells. The vouchers which he submitted and upon which his salary 
was paid during this period of time were worthless as vouchers, they failing 
to show when the salary was earned, or what work was done or where 
performed. Two expert book-keepers who were employed under the author- 
ity of said resolution to expert the books of said commission, testified that 
the vouchers were incomplete. Mr. Bradford himself was unable to inform 
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your committee where he was or what he did during any month vf the 
four years for which he drew, Sundays included, $6 per day for his services, 
except to state that he made trips to St. Paul and Chicago in the interests 
of the commission. The evidence shows that Governor Toole requested a 
report of the State Examiners office, and that said Examiners Office, under 
date of Jan, 23, 1908, made a report concerning the same, which report is 
offered in evidence before your committee. At page 67 of the record, the 
report of Mr. Hudnall, State Examiner, states “It became evident that in- 
correct annual reports had been made, that the books were a labryinth of 
incompetence; many transactions had not been entered at all, others in 
part only, others incorrectly, and many arbitrary, unexplained entries made’’. 
On April 7th, 1899, the Board passed a resolution that it hold day sessions, 
and yet the record book of the commission shows that its next meeting was 
held the 1st of June. The records of the commission show that in the months 
of Jan. Feb. and March, 1899, but seven meetings were held, and yet D. A. 
Cory, as Commissioner, drew a salary during this period of $300.00. Donald 
Bradford, who first with C. O. Reed and later with David A. Cory, appear 
to have been the active members of the commission and directed its plans 
and policy, received a salary of $8,420.97 between Dec. 1, 1897, and Dec. 1, 
1901. The most he could receive under the law, and as he was advised by 
“Attorney General No'an, was $4800.00 for this time. . David A. Cory received 
$1800.00 from the time of his appointment as Secretary until the Commis- 
sion went out of business in 1901. 'This sum he regularly drew for each 
end every’ month, although the records which he, as Secretary, kept, show 
that fer long periods of time no meetings of the Commission were held. 
The rema‘ning members of the commission received but small amounts from 
the commission in the way of salaries, and these minor sums seem to have 
Feen upon proper vouchers. Notwithstanding the Secretary received a_sal- 
ary of $150.00 per month for keeping the books of the commission, a book- 
keeper was employed in addition at a salary of $50.00 per month. It was 
claimed that this book-keeper was incompetent and kept the books in such 
a thoroughly b?d manner that it became necessary to have them re-written 
hy a competent accountant, which was done at an expense of $1000.00 to 
the commission, Mr. David A. Cory employing his son, James W. Cory for 
that purpose. It was claimed by Mr. D. A. Cory at the hearing that the 
books as finally re-written by his son and produced before the committee 
aid not correctly represent the matter of the expense of re-writing them. 
They showed that the commission bore the expense, whereas Mr. Cory claims 
that he intends to pay the expense himself. However, as the books now 
stand, the commission paid the expense of $1,000 for re-writing the books, 
The evidence showed that the Commission had handled and disbursed some 
$41,000.00 or more and that it has issued $314,800.00 in bonds and $16,155.42 
in warrants, approximately 100,000 acres of land have been withdrawn bv 
tre Commission from filing and settlement for reclamation purposes, not an 
acre of which has been settled or cultivated. We learn upon good authoritv 
‘ that the Holland Irrigation Canal Co. is willing to surrender the $132 000. in 
londs issued to it by the commission, upon the reconveyance by the state of 
its canal and other proverty, together with the payment of the $32,000 money 
edvanced to the Commission. By transferring the land, etc. back to the com- 
nony. it will again be open ‘to settiers. At the time this company sold to 
the state, about twenty families of Hollanders had been settled by Dr. 
Wormser on these lands. With the property restored to its former owne”, 
it is believed that many more cf these most desirable settlers will settle on 
the land and thereby the state will receive positive benefit.

Highth Legislative Assembly in Extraordinary Session was convened 
at the Capitol in the City of Helena, on Tuesday the 26th day of May, 
1803, at 10 o’clock A. M. pursuant to the following Proclamation: 

Pursuant to the power vested in me by Section II of Article VII of the 
constitution, I hereby convene the Legislature in Extraordinary Session 
at the Capitol in the City of Helena on the 26th day of May, 1903, at 10 
o'clock A. M., for the following purposes: 

First, to appropriate a sufficient sum of money to Faicet install and 
properly exhibit in a State building or otherwise, the resources of this State 
at the forthcoming Louisiana Exposition to be held at St. Louis, Missouri, in 
1904. 

Second, to appropriate a sufficient sum of money to pay the actual and 
necessary expenses of maintaining the Capitol Building and grounds for 
the fiscal years 1908 and 1904. 

Given under my hand and the Great Seal of the State this Sixth day of 
May, One Thousand Nine Hundred and Three.

GOVERNOR’S. MESSAGE, EIGHTH LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY, EX- 
TRAORDINARY SESSION, MAY 26, 1903. 


Executive Office, Helena, Montana, May 26, 1908. 
To the Highth Legislative Assembly in Extraordinary Session: 

At your last regular session I called attention to the forthcoming cele- . 
bration, at St. Louis, Missouri, of the One Hundredth Anniversary of the 
acquisition of the Louisiana Purchase by the United States, and recommended 
an appropriation sufficient to secure a creditable representation of this State 
and its varied resources on that occasion. 

The suggestion met with a hearty response from the people of the State. 

A bill was introduced in line with the recommendation so made, but for 
some reason failed to become a law. 

Since your adjournment the subject has been thoroughly considered 
and discussed by the people and the press, and the almost unanimous opinion 
is that a State comprising such an important part of the Louisiana Purchase 
as Montana does, should not fail to be properly represented. 

In deference to this strong public sentiment, and to this end I appointed 
an honorary Commission to solicit private subscriptions and arrange for the 
collection and exhibition of our resources at the Exposition. 

At that time this seemed to be the only possible plan at our command. 

It soon developed, however, that this method would entail considerable 
expenditure of time and money on the part of the Commission which was 
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acting without compensation, and that after all, nothing short of an appro-' 
priation out of the public treasury would be adequately responsive to the 
popular demand. 

I have, therefore, upon the request of a majority of both houses of your 
honorable body and obedient to the expressed wishes of a large constituency, 
deemed it prudent and proper to convene the Eighth Legislative Assembly 
in extraordinary session to make suitable’ provision for our. ce 
at St. Louis. — 

At the same time provision should be made for transferring all available 
exhibits from St. Louis to Portland, Oregon, for the purpose of having the 
same exhibited at the Lewis and Clarke Centennial and American Pacific 
Exposition and Oriental Fair to be held in that city in 1905. 

Since your adjournment it has been made manifest that the amount ap- 
propriated for the maintenance of the Capitol building and grounds is 
wholly inadequate. 

The amount appropriated was I'welve Thousand Dollars for 1908 and 
Ten Thousand Dollars for 1904. 

I append hereto a carefully prepared estimate from which it appears 
that the appropriation for 1908 is $7,290.99 short of the amount actually 
necessary to maintain the Capitol and grounds, while the amount appro- 
priated ior 1904 is short $9,290.99.
